Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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Specifically, scope of terminology "unique fall through design", impurities is unclear. 
The claim is also written so that it is unclear whether patent protection for a method or 
an apparatus is intended. 

Additionally, the claim attempts to incorporate subject matter from the written 
Specification or description. Patent claims must clearly explicitly spell out the details of 
the method or apparatus for which patent protection is desired. Subject matter of the 
Description or Specification cannot be covered in the claims merely be reference to, or 
incorporation of what is in the Specification. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hardison 
patent 3,910,500. Hardison discloses filters with filter material 53,61 with the filters 
having a gravity flow or "fall-through design" with filtered water flowing out through 
drains 58 and 66, with pipes 71 and 72, having transparent sections 75 and 76 for 
trapping and retention of sand and other particles (column 1, lines 20-34 and column 4, 
lines 7-27) and a method of purging and back-washing or back-flushing of the filter 
material (column 4, lines 34-52). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Wigen patent 5,858,216; Quinn patent 2,434,958 and Crisler 
patent 1 ,563,259 are of general interest for recitation of devices having filters, 
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transparent conduits or housings to observe collection of particles and backwashing 
arrangements.
